David  O.  Mc- 
Kay of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Pageant  Coincides

ing thousands  of  visitors  to  the 
university  an  opportunity  to  see 
the  production. 

Talents  of  two  outstanding 
producers  of  Utah  will  be  com- 
bined in  its  creation.

The  Senate  vote  was  20  to 
10  for  the  plan,  but  the  House 
rolled  up  a 42  to  20  vote  against 
the  measure. 

Rep.  John  Mackie  (R)  Long- 
mont, said  the  $222,000  the  pro- 
cess would  cost  represented  only 
the  beginning  of  the  actual  ex- 
pense. He  said  Warden  Harry 
Tinsley  of  the  state  penitentiary 
where  plates  are  made,  believed 
new  machinery  would  cost  sub- 
stantially more. 

Mackie  said  the  state  should 
wait  until  a cheaper  process  was 
developed.

According  to  Warner,  there 
are  18  candy,  14  ice  cream,  12 
beverage,  five  apple  and  four 
sandwich  machines  placed  in 
campus  buildings.  Four  years 
ago  there  were  only  10  candy 
machines  in  use.  The  installa- 
tion of  43  machines  since  that 
time  is  no  small  feat,  since  the 
machines  range  in  price  from 
$800  for  a candy  vendor  to 
$1200  for  a Fruit-o-matic  ma- 
chine. 


An  enormous  amount  of  food 
i_s  dispensed  by  the  machines. 
In  a typical  month  4800  to  5200 
sandwiches;  14,000  apples;  15,- 
000  glasses  of  beverage;  16,000 
ice  cream  treats  and  24,000 
candy  bars  are  consumed. 


All  of  the  machines  operating 
on  campus  are  owned  by  the 
University  and  the  profit,  if 
any,  goes  back  into  the  food 
service,  where  it  is  used  to  pro- 
vide improved  facilities. 

WELLS  CLOWARD,  food  di- 
rector responsible  for  improve- 
ments in  the  vending  service, 
says  that  his  department  is  con- 
tinually investigating  develop- 
ments in  this  type  of  machine. 


At  present  they  are  examin- 
ing the  possibility  of  installing 
hot  food  machines.  Although 
useful,  these  machines  create  in- 
stallation problems  in  that  they 
require  drains.  New  machines 
are  brought  into  use  just  as  sOon 
as  they  provide  a needed  ser- 
vice, Cloward  pointed  out.
